Wee, as others, are ſenſible of the commongrievan- 
ces of rhe Kingdome, and have juſt cayſe to reÞÞyce ar, 
and acknowledge with thankefhlneſſe, the, pious care 
wb js already taken forthe ſuppreſſing of thegrowth 
of Popery, the better ſupply of able Miniſters, and 
the removing of all Innavation z and wee doubt not, 
but in your great Wifdomes you will regulite the ri- 
gour of Eccleſiaſtical Courts , to fuit with the tem- 
per of our Lawes, and the nature of Free-men. 

Yet whcn weconſider, that Biſhops were igſtituted 
in thetime of the Apoſtles; That they were the great

by twenty-ſtx'Ordinaries {eaſily refponſallto Parlia- 
ments for any deveationfromthe rule of Law)conceive 
we ſhould becomeexpoſed ts themeere Arbitrary go- 
vernment .of a .numerous - Presbitery , who together 
with their ruling Elders, wil a1tfe to-neere forty thou- 
ſand Church Governours,8& withtheiradherents,muſt
